Lot 4, Block L of Ridgetop in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and
hereby authorizes the said Sinclair Refining Company to conmstruct, waintain,
and operate a drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps,
and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the same being constructed
in compliance with all ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the
foregoing attached recommendations and plams.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Sinclair Refining
Company for permission to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-in gasoline
filling station and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith
upon the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of East
51st Street and the Interregional Highway, which property fronts 139.88 Ffeet on
the Interregional Highway and 88.49 feet on East 5lst Street, being known as
Lots 3 and 4 of Alice E. Miller's Resubdivision and a portion of Lot b, Block L
of Ridgetop in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon
which this filling station is to be located is owned by Sinclair Refining
Company. We hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

“The property upon which this filling station is to be loeated is
designated as Local Retail uponm the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"Al1l drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling statlon is %o be
disposed of in such a memmer that such drainage will not flow across the gide-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainageJ
shall be entirely the respongibility of the property owner. Any waste connectio
to a storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discontinued,
if the waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of others in
the vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recommend that Sinclair Refining Company be granted permission to
construct, maintain, and operate sald drive-in gasoline filling station and to
construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks dn conjunction therewith subject to the
following conditions.

"(1} That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department
of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any comstruction relative to the £illing station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps
- shall be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,
street, or alley. :

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters Leboratories, Inc., and that all comstruction
of the filling station improvements shall be in accordance with the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Statlon Ordinance, and in accord-
ance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercisl water or oils
upon the City Streets.
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"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
~that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease
and sand Egap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2 - H - 146,

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of conerete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which plan
bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H - 1502.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 « H - 1502 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the

- requirements of the City of Austin for £illing stations, he shall apply for

a final inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certification of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of the Kerville Bus Co.,
throvgh H. A, Mathews, Operating Manager, for permission to operate a private
gasoline plant consisting of a 3000 gallon underground tank and electric pump
for the sole purpose of servicing thelr own motor equipment and from which no
gasoline is to be sold, upon property located on the north side of East 4th
Street, which property is designated as the east 183 x 293 feet of The South
Texas Cotton O0il Company Tract, unplatted, in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and locally known as 1920 Fast 4th Street.

"This property is located in & "D" Industrial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks and
punmps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

"(2) That all tanks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the’
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading or
recelving gascoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street, or alley.

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Charles C. Madden is the Contractor for the remodeling of a
building located at 911 Congress Avenue and desires a portion of the sidewalk
and street space abutting the north 23 feet of Lot 3, Block 111, of the Original
City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the remodeling of the building,
such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor;
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Charles C. Madden, the boundary of which is described as follows: '

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at a point on the east property line of Congress Avenue

" which is approximately 140 feet north of the north property line
of East 9th Street; thence in a westerly direction and at right
angles to Congress Avenue to & point which is 5 feet west of the
east property line of Congress Avenue; thence in a southerly
direction and parallel with the center line of Congress Avenue
23 feet t0 a point; thence in an easterly direction and at right
angles to the center line of Congress Avenue 5 feet to a point
which is the south line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Charles C, Madden, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon the following
express terms and conditions:

. (1) That the Contractor shall erect within the above described working
space & solid fence built of not lesgs than one-inch waterial and at least 8
feet in height substantlally braced and anchored and to maintain same in good
condition at all times while the work is in progress. The Contractor will be
pernitted to put a deor in the barricade that will either open In or slide
parallel to the barricades, and at all times that material 1is being delivered
or taken awey from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pedes-
trians of approaching danger. The Contractor will also be permitted to use
two parking meter spaces immediately in front of the entrance in the barricade
for the delivery or removal of materials during construction work.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use,
and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(4) fThat "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades. . .
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(5) 'That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the comnstruction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obsteuctions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9} That the Congractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1957.

(10} That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguerds if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in meking such grant reserves
the right to enter and oceupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the
construetion work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000}, which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person or
property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise
or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public property
and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and shall
futher guarsntee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the
occupancy of the space.

"%¥Bids of Mead-Johnson Company and American Hospital Supply should not be
considered because they did not meet our specifications which stated that "All
Companies or agents must maintain a local supply at their place of business in
amount at least equal to one week's normal use for Brackenridge Hospital," and
"In case of emergencles the supplier must make deliverles on Saturdays, Sundays,
Holidays, and at any hour of the day or night. Thg phone number of the supplier
must be supplied with the bid and filed with the H spital in Austin.
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"Neither Mead-Johnson nor American Hospital Supply had a local supplier at
the time of the bid opening and Mead-Johnson gave no indication as to any repre-
sentative being located any closer than Houston.

"Two weeks after the bids were opehed, Mead-Pohnson submitted s letter
stating that they had made an agreement withr-a local supplier.

"American Hospital Supply maintaing their stock in San Antonilo, Texas, and
would idke their emergency deliveries from that city.

"We are confident that this is the type contract that can be handled best
by & local company. In the event of a disaster in the community, having a local
supplier would be very important.
